LONDON, Sept. 7.—In many parts oi 


Germany, yesterday, the people cele- 
brated the anniversary of the weeli 
which twenty-one years

ncssed the overthrow of the Frencli 
and tho surrender of Napoleon al 
Sedan. Tho day is known as Sedan 
day. The troops were absent at th« 
maneuvers, but multitudes of civilians 
visited tho cemeteries, and placed flow- 
ers on the graves of the soldiers. II 
was noticed that tho interest in the oc 


ion waa even greater than last year, 


and the common talk of the people 
was that tho scones of 1870-71 might b« 
again repeated. Tho war feeling1 in 
Germany Is very strong, and thero is o 
general sentiment that the present ten 
sion can not long continue, and that 
Franco will either have to fight or as- 
sume a more conciliatory attitude. 
LOYAL POL8S AGAINST DISLOYAL KOHB* 


MIANB, 


A Vienna dispatch says that tho Aus- 


trian emperor is to some extent com- 
pensated for the disloyal attitude oi 
the llohomlans by the growing devo- 
tion of the Galiclan Poles. The lultoi 
aro even eager to see war break out in 
order that they may have a chance to 
avenge their national wrongs on Rus 
sia, which country they hold chiefly re 
sponsible for tho destruction of Poland 
At Cracow the people marched in tho 
streets singing the Polish national 
:i.yron and rhymes violently abusive oi 
Russia, and some even personally di- 
rected at the czar. Tho police make u 
pretence of Interfering at times, but it 
;s stud that the Austrian authorities 
are tiecrotly pleased with the mani- 
festations as a counterpart to the anti- 
Austrian agitation in Bohemia* which 
is attributed chiefly to Russian influ- 
ences. 


AH Indications i^re that, In the event 


of a Russian invasion of Galicla, the 
Poles will rise as one man to battle 
against thoirahVeditary enemies. The 
reason for Polish devotion to Austria 
Is that nowhere has Austrian rule been 
more bcneflciont than in Austrian Po- 
land, where it contrasts sharply with 
the oppression excrcisott by tho Riis- 


iiiiu on tho other side of tho border.

Folly's Fanfaronade. 


The Chicago Tribune has succeeded 


again in permitting its sails to outran its 
wind. It has succeeded in producing in 
the neighborhood of two columns of first 
class editorial rhetoric in support of, a 
draatu that the removal ot German re- 
strictions from American pork is due to 
reciprocity, when in faot, reciprocity was 
not a laotor in even a remote sense in 
bringing about the removal of this Ger- 
man restriction. Germany prohibits the 
importation of American pork, assigning 


a roru'on therefor, that it was dis- 


eased. Out last congress, with a view 
of giving assurance that onr government 
would not hereafter permit the exporta- 
tion of diseased pork, passed a bill pro- 
viding for a government inspection of all 
meat entered for export. The bill became 
a law and since that time Minister Phelps, 
by direction of the state department, baa 
been diligent in his efforts to induce the 
German government to^aooept tbe assur- 
ances of this government expressed in 
the inspection law and has at last ouo- 
ceeded in opening German ports to Amqr- 
ioan pork inspected by the government. 
Elswhere ill the Tribune on the some 
day their misleading editorials were pub- 
lished, tho following dispatch from Oa >e 
May appeared with the Tribune's o 
headlines: 


NOTHINQ TO BO WITH BEOIPI1OCITY. 


Tho German Uovornment Simply Accepts the 


Inspection Under American Laws. 


CAPE MAY, N, J., Sept. 4.—The nego- 


tiations whiph en Jed in the withdrawal 
of the prohibition against the importa- 
tion of American pork into Germany 
were concluded at Saratoga and not at 
Gape May Point. The conclusion was 
reached while the president was at Sara- 
toga by John W.Foster, representing the 
United States, and Count von Mann, 
Charge d'Affaires, representing the Ger- 
man government, and was approved by 
the president. The removal of the pork 
restriction hue nothing to do with any 
question of reciprocity, but is baaed upon 
the acceptance by the German govern- 
ment of the inspection of imported meats 
by this government under the law of the

Al THE PABK, 


President OanQold called the assembly 


to order and introduced A.. Q. Garrett, 
preceptor of the Carpenters' Union, in 
the ahsenoe oil Hon. Ed Lynch, of Lin- 
coln, who was advertised to deliver the 
opening address. Mr. Garrett said: La- 
bor Day is set apart for the recreation 
and instruction of workingmen. It is 
true that laboring men have not risan to 
the plane that some think they shonld 
occupy. Business men are trying to keep 
laboring men down to the level of the 
brnte, but by such meetings as this we 
expect to elevate labor. Here we meet 
to day with our families, and it is to be 
hoped that all will have a good time, 


The band played a selection, after 


which the president introduced Ethelbert 
Stewart, who rondo a very interesting 
address of about forty minutes' duration. 
He was frequently applauded during its 
delivery. He told the working men that 
the labor question came up at the be- 
ginning of this country; that thera were 
labor organizations in New Yolk in 1803; 
the demand 'then was a reduction of 
hours from 14 to 12. That afterward 
hours were reduced from 12 to £10 hours, 
and that the 8 hour labor day will surely 
be adopted. He said the labor agitation 
WBE, not a revolution, but an effort to ad- 
just labor to a revolution already accom- 
plished, the revolution wrought by labor 
saving machinery of to-day. He held 
that the only way to adjust these condi- 
tions satisfactory is for labor to have an 
interest in the machinery which has sup- 
planted labor. To accomplish this or- 
ganization and harmony is necessary, 
Manufacturers can make no money un- 
less they organize trusts. The prinoipl 
in a sense is right, and argues that labor 
to acquire its rights and a profit most 
ultimately resolve itself into a gigantic 
trust with Uncle Sam as trustee, Wan/ 
namaker is right in his view of govern' 
ment control of the telegraph linos and 
yet I beard a Democratic labor man say 
he was opposed to Wannamaker's plan 
because Wannamoker is a Republican. 
This is nonsense. When any man strikes 
a principle in harmony with ours we 
shonld endorse it. We must learn to do 
our own thinking independently. Every 
man must learn to carry hia own think 
tank under his own hat, These reforms 
may not come in our lifetime, but they 
will—they must come—for to-day u man 
starting in life with nothing but his 
hands is not as certain of a living as the 
American Indian was with his bow in 
1492. 
We may not reap the benefits of 


our work, but we, like the soldiers writ- 
ten of by Carlyle, who, when dead, filled 
the impassable ditch until the living 
charged over them and took the fort, 
We may not be able to take the fort, bnt 
may help fill the ditch. 


Following the address of Mr. Stewart 


the band played a selection, after which 
Mrs. E. Stewart read an interesting ex- 
traot from the last speech of Victor Hugo 
to the workingmen of France. Mrs. 
Stewart did justice to the extract and 
was applauded at the close of the read- 
ing, AH then prepturted to partake of a 
picnic dinner. 


The afternoon will be spent in listen- 


ing to music and recitations. The meet- 
ing is regarded 09 a enooeos and preeagea 
larger meetings m the future. Fully500 
heard the speaking.
